Another subject that we feel obliged to touch on is recent 
Federal legislation which has an impact on tangible investments such as 
rare coins. As a last minute change an Amendment was added to President 
Reagan's Tax Bill (HR 4242, Sec. 314b) which provides that tangible assets 
such as rare coins cannot be included in individually directed IRA's or 
Keogh's after December 31, 1981. We feel that this law is misdirected, 
and that it reduces your personal freedom to invest in your retirement 
as you choose. Our President, Bill Hawfield, is working through every 
available resource to try to reduce the impact of this law. We will keep 
you posted on the progress. If our efforts are not successful, this may 
be your last opportunity to make these kinds of additions to your retire¬ 
ment plans. Why not give one of our expert numismatists a call to put 
rare coins in your plan while there is still time? 

As we have stated in recent months, rare coin prices seem to 
be stabilizing, and it may not be too long before we enter the upward cycle 
of rare coin prices.

Note: The history of this extraordinary item is outlined in ludd, 
pages 34-36 from which we quote".. He [i.e. Longacre] did manage to 
complete the reverse die for the double eagle in June[1849] but it was 
not until Dec. 22nd that the obverse die was finally finished and 
several pieces were struck on an old screw press. Even when they 
were not acceptable, for the coiner, Franklin Peale, found they would 
not stack because the relief was too high...Mr. Longacre was, 
therefore required to make a second obverse die. He finally com¬ 
pleted it January 12, 1850. 

"Apparently most of the pieces struck in 1849, except for the piece 
now in the Mint Collection in the Smithsonian Institution, were 
melted. One other was given to Secretary of the Treasury Meredith 
but remains unlocated. 


"After Longacre completed the second obverse die for the double 
eagle on January 12, 1850, several gold trials, without a date, were 
made. However these were rejected by Mr. Peale, because he felt 
that the position of the head was wrong. Mr. Longacre then requested 
one of the gold impressions for use as a model in preparing the third 
obverse. This request was refused by Mr. Peale even though Mr. 
Longacre offered to pay for it out of his own pocket. [One gets the 
very definite impression that Peale was deliberately making things 
difficult for Longacre], and so Mr. Longacre had to settle for a silver 
impression, struck January 26, 1850. When the third obverse was 
completed on March 12, 1850, it was found to be acceptable and 
regular coinage of double eagles began." 

One final note: Peale had a legitimate point in rejecting the second 
obverse die, although he could have been nicer about it. The point of 
the coronet is much too close to the star point, and this would have 
led to excessive die stress and breakage at this point, had this design 
been used.

Extraordinary Vermont Ryder-15 Overstrike 



1787 Vermont copper. Ryder-15, struck over an earlier 1785 sun-over¬ 

mountains type Vermont copper (Ryder-4). The overstiking makes 
this almost impossible to grade, but the plainest details would rate 
Very Fine. The planchet is lightly porous and discolored, and it split 
nearly in half when struck. There is also a moderate straight clip at 
the bottom of the obverse. The undertype is boldly visible, with the 
rays of Ryder-4 showing more boldly in areas than the seated figure. 
According to Bressett's listing in Studies on Money in Early America 
(ANS, 1976), there are only 8 to 10 known specimens of this legen¬ 
dary rarity with the top six coins ranging in condition from VF-30 
down to VC-10. Some idea of the difficulty of this variety can be 
gotten from the fact that it was absent in both the Carrett holdings, 
and also in the extraordinary collection of Vermonts in the 1975 EAC 
sale. As an overstrike on an earlier Vermont (and a spectacular one 
at that) this is in a different class entirely, and is absolutely unique 
to our knowledge.

Note: The dies for the Vermont coppers of this type were made 
from device punches by Abel Buell, while the lettering was added to 
the dies by Coley, from the same punches used earlier on his Baby 
Head Vermonts. The obverse of Ryder-15 had been used earlier on 
Ryder-11 with a 1786 reverse. This reverse was then replaced with one 
dated 1787, but this die immediately broke severely through the date, 
obliterating it. The die was condemned, and the earlier 1786 reverse 
was put back in the press, and more Ryder-ll’s were then struck off. 
These facts are provable by die break evidence. As to why this par¬ 
ticular coin is struck over a plough-type Vermont, this is a real puzzle. 
There would have been no economic reason for such an overstrike, as 
the earlier Vermonts were still legal tender, and a good deal heavier 
than the later varieties. Perhaps this is some sort of trial strike, or 
perhaps the original Ryder-4 was considered too poorly made to be 
released, and held back. When by 1787, standards of quality of state 
copper had declined to nearly zero, it was used as a planchet with the 
new dies. If so, this practice must have been extremely limited as we 
are unaware of other coins struck over plough-type Vermonts.

Note: The story of the 1955 doubled die cent was told in Q. David 
Bowers book "Coins and Collectors". We quote from that source: 
"One day in 1955 at the Philadelphia mint, a coinage die was being 
prepared for a cent. In the course of impressing the working die with 
the hub several times, a slight misalignment occurred. The result was 
a 1955 cent die with the letters and numbers of the front of the coin 
all being doubled. Instead of reading 'IN GOD WE TRUST', the 
famous 1955 doubled die cent reads 'IINN GGOODD WWEE TTR- 
RUUSSTT.' 

"On that particular day several presses were coining cents, dump¬ 
ing the coins into a box where they were then collected and mixed 
with the cents from other coining presses. Late in the afternoon a 
mint inspector noticed the bizarre doubled cents and removed the of¬ 
fending die. By that time somewhat over 40,000 cents had been pro¬ 
duced, about 24,000 of which had been mixed with normal cents 
from other presses. 

"The decision was made to destroy all of the cents still in the box 
and to release into circulation the 24,000 or so pieces which were 
mixed with other cents. This momentous decision was to have an un¬ 
told effect on numismatics. The coins which were nonchalantly 
released into circulation subsequently attained a value of several 
hundred dollars each. 

"These 1955 doubled die cents were first noticed by collectors 
later the same year when they began showing up in upstate New York 
and in Massachusetts, particularly in the Boston area. A friend who 
operated a coin store recalls being offered these freaks for a quarter a 
piece. Fearful of accumulating too large a quantity, he stopped buy¬ 
ing them when he had a dozen or so on hand! While this may seem 
remarkable in today's market of high values, it is to be remembered 
that in 1955, oddities were not widely collected and freaks were often 
sold for less than a normal coin. 


"News articles in the various coin collecting publications began to 
whet collectors' interest. The price climbed to $1 per coin and then to 
$2, and it seemed that everyone wanted one. In 1958, an Empire Coin 
Company (owned by James F. Ruddy and Q. David Bowers) advertise¬ 
ment offering Uncirculated 1955 double die cents for $7.50 each 
brought in dozens of orders, far more orders than we had coins on 
hand. The demand was on! During the ensuing years the price climb¬ 
ed to $20, $40, $95.00; $100, and on past $200. The visitor to a Boston 
coin shop would see an enlarged photograph of a 1955 Double die 
cent in the window with the current buying price posted nearby. 
Hundreds of people in the New York-Massachusetts area looked 
through their pocket change and suddenly found themselves many 
dollars richer. One man in Greene, New York found seventeen 
specimens! A nun in a convent near Boston found one coin, sold it 
for $20, and then found another. In this way several thousand 1955 
Double die cents have turned up over the years ..."

Extremely Rare 1864 Small Motto in Proof 



1864 Small motto. Lightly toned Proof-65. One of America's greatest 
rarities. Only about 10 pieces known to exist! Usually available only 
when great collections come on the market, and almost never ex¬ 
cept at public auction. For example, the fabulous Samuel Wolfson 
collection, sold by Stack's in 1963 had an example. That coin 
brought $4100. To put this price into perspective, we note that the 
following lot, a superb brilliant Proof 1865 two-cent piece sold for 
all of $80. The prices of some other rarities in the Wolfson sale look 
cheap by comparison: 1793 half cent. VF $925.00, 1831 half cent. 
Proof. $550.00; 1857 large cent. Proof $325.00; 1792 half disme. 
Unc., prooflike $1000.00; 1814 dime. Gem Unc. $130.00; 1849 dime. 
Proof $210.00; 1796 quarter. AU, prooflike $3200.00; 1921-S half 
dollar. Choice BU $285 00, and so on. And most of these prices were 
records for the time! As a matter of fact, despite the fantastic com¬ 
prehensiveness of the Wolfson sale, there were exactly four items 
that sold for more than the 1864 proof small motto. They are: 1827 
quarter. Restrike in silver. $8250.00; 1804 dollar. $36,000; 1866 
dollar, no motto (!) $18,000; 1870-S dollar. VF $12,000, and that is all! 
In today's market it is almost commonplace for a coin to sell for five 
figures, and there are several coins that have sold for $100,000 or 
more in the past few years. Vet coins like the 1864 small motto have 
been left behind, and now must be rated as grossly underpriced. The 
piece is just as rare as it was in 1963, yet you can buy the present 
coin for little more than double its 1963 price. Available at, 9950.00 
Note: None of these struck for the 1864 proof sets, according to 
Breen. An excellent case can be made that the 1864 small motto in 
proof was originally struck as a pattern, but got "adopted" into the 
regular U.S. series when the same dies were used (probably in error) 
to strike the regular production run coins after the denomination had 
been approved. In fact Judd lists pieces from these dies in copper 
(J-373, no explanation given in Judd for this listing) and copper-nickel 
(1-374). This obverse hub was first used to make a die for the 1863 
"transitionals" struck in bronze, copper-nickel and aluminum (J-316, 
317, 318). The identical obverse die was used, dated 1864 with a pat¬ 
tern reverse having the word CENTS curved; these were struck in four 
different metals.

Note: The U.S. Treasury had high hopes for this denomination but 
it soon proved to be a failure. The Trime (the official name for this 
denomination) was authorized by the act of March 3, 1851. It was 
originally proposed as a means of redeeming worn Spanish fractional 
silver coins which were still in circulation in 1851. The silver three- 
cent piece was proposed to be deliberately debased to take into ac¬ 
count the fact that the Spanish silver coins to be redeemed were 
heavily worn and therefore lightweight. The original proposals called 
for a fineness of only .500 or .600. As it turned out, the fineness 
adopted was .750 and the denomination was soon touted as a conve¬ 
nient medium for the purchase of postage stamps, which at that time 
were 3 cents each for a first class letter. Apparently by March, 1853, 
the original idea of issuing debased coins to redeem the fractional 
silver ones was forgotten and the fineness was brought up to .900, in 
conformity with other U.S. silver coins. Several factors accounted for 
the demise of this denomination: (1) The tiny size of the coins made 
them susceptible to loss, and therefore unpopular; (2] During the 
Civil War these were hoarded and exported as bullion, as were other 
U.S. silver coins; (3) The act of 1857 removed the legal tender status 
of Spanish fractional coins, thus evaporating one of the reasons for 
the introduction of this denomination; (4) The nickel three-cent piece 
was introduced in 1865 making a silver coin of the same denomina¬ 
tion unnecessary; (5) The price of a first-class postage stamp was in¬ 
creased. In any event, this denomination was essentially finished as 
early as 1863, although it lingered on for another decade and finally 
died a comatose death in 1873. The best article we have ever seen on 
this most interesting denomination was written by Walter Breen 
about 10 years ago and published in "Coins" magazine.

Note: Type collectors know that the 1804-1807 draped bust 
quarters, a design made for only four years, are among the rarest of all 
U.S. coins in Unc. condition. The most common date is 1806, then 
comes 1807, at least four times as rare. The other two dates, 1804 and 
1805 are nearly unobtainable in Unc. Overall, the draped bust quarter 
is about twice as rare as the half dollar of the same design in Unc., 
itself very rare. 

Listed mintage for the 1807 quarter is 220,643 pieces, all delivered 
between Ian. 14 and April 14. However only two die varieties are 
known against 10 varieties of 1806, and many of the 220,643 pieces 
were surely dated 1806. Last year of the draped bust type, and the last 
year for quarter dollar production for eight years; the denomination 
was never popular or necessary, and coinages were sporadic until 
about 1818. Production of quarters was given a low priority in the 
early years of the mint because of the abundance of Spanish 2-reales 
pieces (commonly called "two bits"), mostly coined in Mexico City. 
These circulated as 25 cents, which was slightly above their silver 
content, therefore they tended to stay in circulation until well-worn. 
This situtation was so extreme that it is accurate to say that as late as 
1807, most people outside of Philadelphia and the other large eastern 
cities, had never seen a U.S. coin of this denomination.

Note: These low-mintage 1879-90 half dollars have been recog¬ 
nized as scarce from their date of issue. Both the half dollars and 
quarter dollars were struck in very limited quantities because of the 
huge silver dollar coinages in this era. Nevertheless, dies had to be 
made because the mint felt it necessary to include these denomina¬ 
tions in proof sets. The same dies were then used to strike off a few 
thousand business strikes. According to Director Kimball, these cir¬ 
culation strikes were made solely to stop speculation in what would 
otherwise be proof-only dates. The same explanation applies to the 
tiny mintages of gold dollars and three-dollar pieces in this era, as 
well as three-cent nickels. The quarters and halves were delivered in 
the last days of December each year and readily commanded double 
face value soon after issue. Apparently there was quite a bit of 
speculation in these issues by collectors, and few ever reached cir¬ 
culation.

Note: This curious piece was struck in the 1850s by Dickeson who 
found several old dies which had been intended for embossing 
stamps on 1816 revenue paper. He got the idea that these dies were 
meant to be part of the 1792 pattern cent series and therefore 
fabricated a 1792 dated reverse die and had these pieces struck as 
curiosities for collectors. The eagle die has the usual heavy die cut 
from border to nearly touching the rock, as on the ludd plate coin. 
The fantasy 1792 die was donated to the University of Pennsylvania, 
where it remained for many years. B. Max Mehl obtained the die as 
part of this collection, and he kept it for years as a curiosity and a 
paperweight. The die was acquired in 1959 by lames F. Ruddy and Q. 
David Bowers and offered as Lot 65 of their Mail Bid Sale No. 2, in 
"Empire Topics", No. 6 (Feb. —March, 1959). Its present whereabouts 
is unknown to us. 


Set of the Famous 1942 Experimental Cents 




Set of four 1942 wartime experimental sets in manganese, zinc-coated 
steel, bakelite and amber transparent plastic. Obverse: From the 
central hub for the Colombian two-centavo piece (which was then 
being struck in the U.S.), but the legend changed to LIBERTY/- 
JUSTICE and the word LIBERTAD removed from the headband. 
Date 1942 below. Reverse: From A.C. Pacquet's Washington mint 
medalet (Baker-155) with UNITED/STATES/MINT replacing the 
original legend BORN/1732/DIED/1799. These dies were fabricated 
by John R. Sinnock, Chief Engraver, and the pieces were struck 
secretely by several private firms, as trials to test various proposals 
for a substitute for copper. As the forerunner of the 1943 steel cent, 
this set is of immense historical importance, but it is still quite 
obscure and not fully appreciated, probably because 1942 is still 
within the memory of many living numismatists. In future decades 
we predict that this set will be recognized for the important rarity 
that it is, and the price will climb dramatically. It certainly has far 
more historical importance than a 1943 copper cent (a mere mint er¬ 
ror), a specimen of which sold for $10,000 at our recent 1981 ANA 
auction. This set was offered back in 1977 (in the "Numismatist", 
Jan. issue, page 200) at $4250. We certainly feel that our price is con¬ 
servative and this could be a chance of a lifetime for the knowing 
and far-sighted numismatist. In a blue custom plastic holder. 4495.00 
Note: See ludd, pages 222-223 and also Dr. William G. Anderson's 
paper in the "Numismatist" (we do not have the citation, but know 
that it is after 1958) for more information. These trial strikes evidently 
served their purpose by demonstating that plastic and bakelite would 
be completely unsuitable.

Extraordinary Offering of 1870 and 1871 Longacre 
Aluminum Patterns 

The following seven pieces come from the Rudy Sieck Collection, auc¬ 
tioned by us as part of the 1981 ANA sale in August. All feature the 
magnificent high-relief seated Indian Princess design by lames B. 
Longacre. Liberty wears an Indian headress of the kind found on the 1854 
gold dollars and three-dollars. She is seated on a rock. The right hand 
holds a pole supporting a Liberty cap, the left rests on a globe inscribed 
LIBERTY; two flags behind, one with twenty-two stars, LONCACRE 
spelled out in full below the base. Since Longacre had died in office in 
lanuary, 1869, these dies were actually made by his successor, William 
Barber, who evidently used a device punch made by Longacre in 1868 or 
earlier, and then added stars and the date separately. As for the original 
purpose of the Longacre hubs, this has never been explained, but it is 
probable that they were made many years before 1869. There is a 
possibility that only one or two hubs were made by Longacre, say for the 
silver dollars, and that William Barber fabricated dies for some of the 
smaller denominations with the help of a reducing machine. One might 
think that there could be a possibility that William Barber made all of 
the dies directly from sketches by Longacre, but this dosen't seem very 
likely to us, in view of the name LONGACRE spelled out on the die. 
Barber is well known for copying other people's designs and it is hardly 
likely that he would have signed Longacre's name to a die that he had 
made. In fact, on many of the 1871 patterns (e.g. 1-1158) we see Barber's 
copy: the design is in lower relief, there are 13 stars on the flag (not 22), 
and Longacre's name or initials has been removed from the base. Barber 





used essentially the same design on many of the pattern 1872 and 1873 
Trade dollars, occasionally adding touches to the field such as a plow or 
a seashore scene; the same concept eventually evolved into Barber's 
design for the regular Trade dollars. Further evolution can be seen in the 
various Trade dollar patterns of 1876. 



1870 Dollar. J-1018. Aluminum. Reeded edge. R-7, less than a dozen 
known. We have not seen this reverse on regular silver dollar proofs 
of this era: Minute die line from right upright of U to border, another 
from foot of N in UNITED to left wing, first talon of right claw ex¬ 
tends into arrowfeathers.

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The Lessons of History 

By Q. David Bowers 



lor many years I have carefully studied the rare coin market. 
Indeed, as a dealer who invests large sums of money in inventory, it is only pru¬ 
dent to do so. I have found that like any other field of commercial activity, the 
price of rare coins tends to move in cyclical patterns. 

Interestingly, the entire market does not move in concert. While one series is 
high in popularity, another will be low. Then when the low series becomes high, 
perhaps the series that was high earlier then becomes low now. 

The year 1979 and the first part of 1980 saw a time of frenzied market activity. 
Prices reached historic highs, only to fall in many instances later in 1980 and 
through the present year. Like all previous coin peaks, the market activity was 
caused by specific reasons. Such factors as increased nationwide publicity con¬ 
cerning rare coin investments, publicity of the past track record of rare coin price 
appreciation, concern that money in savings accounts would not equal the infla¬ 
tion rate (where, historically, investment in coins has outpaced the inflation rate), 
general euphoria caused by the rise in price of silver and gold, and other con¬ 
siderations contributed to a run-up in value. 

By the spring of 1980 the effort had run out of steam. Silver and gold bullion 
prices fell, interest paid in the money market rose in levels which approximated 
the return historically attainable with rare coin investments, few new articles on 
coin investments appeared in the popular press (for it was a “tired" subject; 
reporters went on to other things), and, equally important, many people who had 
bought earlier decided to take the profits. 

Now, in the autumn of 1981, for some coins what $1,000 would buy a year and 
a half ago $500 or $750 will buy today. I said some, not all. Certain series —Hard 
Times Tokens, obsolete currency, numismatic books, and so on are higher priced 
today than they were a year and a half ago. As noted, not all things in 
numismatics move in the same price pattern at the same time. 
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As prices are lower today, more people should be buying coins, right? Wrong! 
Fewer people are buying coins today. Why? The answer is popular psychology. 
Everyone likes to jump on a bandwagon. When full-page advertisements in "Coin 
World" and "Numismatic News" trumpet the desirability of a certain issue, 
thousands of people rush headlong into that issue without thinking any further 
about it. When the market is quiet, the same buyers lose interest. Many people 
have trouble thinking for themselves. 

And yet those who think for themselves historically have done the best. The 
famous financier Bernard Baruch claimed to have made his considerable fortune 
by buying against the trend. When people were rushing headlong to buy stocks at 
what Baruch considered to be unreasonable prices, he sold his holdings. Then 
when the stock market was quiet and few people were interested in buying, 
Baruch was on the front line writing checks. 

So it is with the coin market. Various series in the market have peaked from 
time to time over the years. In 1956-1957 Proof sets saw a peak; then in 1964-1965 
rolls, Proof sets, Lincoln and Indian cents, and certain coins reached all-time 
highs; in 1973-1974 gold coins had a sharp run-up to a peak; and in 1978-1980 gold 
coins, “type" coins, and certain other series increased in value to historic highs. 

After each and every one of these market peaks price levels subsided. History 
teaches us the lesson that it was far more profitable to have bought United States 
Proof sets in 1958 or 1959 than it was in 1956 or 1957. It was extremely profitable 
to have bought Proof sets, rolls, and Indian and Lincoln cents in 1976-1978 com¬ 
pared to a few years earlier. And, those who bought gold coins in 1976, when the 
market was for all purposes “dead" saw their investments multiply many times 
over in most instances when the market rose again. 

The future is unknown, and there is no way of telling what 1985, 1990, or the 
year 2000 will bring. However, the basic appeal of coin collecting —the beauty of 
the designs —the tangible link with romantic history that the pieces offer, the 
thrill of working on and completing sets, and so on —will always be with us. It 
seems to me that in recent years hobbies have become more popular than ever. 
Whether the hobby be home photography, macrame, French cooking with a food 
processor, planting a garden or collecting coins, the trend has been for increasing 
numbers of people to participate. Coins are small, easily handled, easy to learn 
about (more excellent numismatic books are available now than any time in our 
history), and can be collected in privacy — an ideal hobby in an apartment or 
condominium (the growing housing trend). The outlook seems to be bright. 

Right now, the autumn of 1981, the market is quiet. If you were an active pur¬ 
chaser a year and a half ago, you may want to review the emotions which caused 
you to buy at that time. The coins, currency notes, and other pieces have not 
changed since then. A 1907 Proof Barber quarter that had certain features in 
March, 1980, still has those same features today in October or November, 1981. 
The coins have not changed; psychology has. 

While the decision of how and when to spend your money is ultimately your 
own, the lessons of history amply sow that quiet periods in any market—whether 
the market be coins, stocks, real estate, or whatever —brings the greatest finan¬ 
cial reward to those who swim against the tide. Are you one of them?

These changeover pairs, which consist of two differing series notes 
that are consecutively numbered, represent one of the great rarities of 
U S. Currency! They are also commonly known as Holdover and 
Crossover pairs. In recent years less than twenty pairs of these extreme¬ 
ly rare, 1928/1928A and 1928A/1928, notes have been known to exist 
and have been available to collectors. 

These rare notes owe their existence primairly to the high cost of 
engraving plates, which cost the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 
late 1920's and early 1930's approximately $17,000 each. When a 
government official whose name appeared on existing plates left, the 
same printing plates were used long after his departure, in hopes of get¬ 
ting maximum utility out of them. Therefore, since the emphasis was on 
economy and not on protocol, it was not unusual at times for the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing to haave printed several different 
series simultaneously. During these periods of time the occurrence of 
CHANGEOVER PAIRS was made possible. 

The physical creation of these notes occured following the second 
stage of printing when sheets of notes from all presses were stacked in 
preparation for the third stage of printing, where notes are serial 
numbered. Occasionally one stack of one series would be placed atop a 
stack of another series. When these sheets were fed from these stacks 
into the third stage printing press, these incredible currency rarities 


were created.

Relative Rarities of Liberty 
Seated Dimes 

O ne of the most inter¬ 
esting publications that I 
receive is The Gobrecht 
Journal, the official 
publication of the Liberty Seated 
Collectors Club This little journal 
contains stories of interest to collec¬ 
tors of Liberty seated half dimes, 
dimes, quarters, half dollars, and oc¬ 
casionally silver dollars and even 
Trade dollars and twenty-cent 
pieces. Articles range from 
microscopic examination of die 
varieties to general topics of interest 
to the beginning collector. In issue 
No. 21, recently received, there ap¬ 
peared a survey of the availability 
of Liberty seated dimes by date, and 
in five different grades. Author John 
W McCloskey charted the frequen¬ 
cy that each date came up for sale 
in the numismatic publication Coin 
World, over the time period from 
August 20, 1980 to May 27, 1981. 

The purpose, of course, is to try to 
get independent evidence on how 
rare each date is in various grades. I 
have been doing much the same 
thing over the past few years, except 
that I have used appearances at auc¬ 
tion, rather than retail ads. It oc- 
cured to me that it might be in¬ 
teresting to list my survey here, so 
that collectors could compare it to 
McCloskey's and hopefully get an 
even better idea of just how rare 
each date is. By the way, you can 
contact McCloskey at the following 
address: John McCloskey, Editor, 
Gobrecht Journal, 5718 King Arthur 
Drive, Kettering, Ohio 45429. A 
membership in this club is well 
worth the modest dues, and we 
highly recommend it. 

Now for my survey. The following 
list comprises the number of each 
date that appeared in major auc¬ 
tions between roughly 1972 and 
1977. Of course not all auctions 
were covered (although over a hun¬ 
dred auctions in this time period 
were), but that isn't important 



because we are only interested in 
the relative rarity of each date. I 
tabulated only those coins that were 
graded in the auctions as Uncir¬ 
culated and Proof. However it soon 
became clear to me, from actual ex¬ 
amination of many of the coins so 
listed, that some of coins called Un¬ 
circulated by the various auc¬ 
tioneers were really choice AU 
coins. This was particularly true for 
the rarer dates, and also particularly 
true during the period 1973-1974 
when the coin market was in a 
boom phase. Therefore I will be con¬ 
servative and say that the listings 
refer to AU-UNC coins. For the 
Philadelphia dates I have listed the 
number of proofs appearing in 
parenthesis ( ). A dash indicates that 
no AU-UNC coins were listed for 
that date. The lack of a proof listing 
means that no proofs were offered 
of that particular date.

The survey reveals the obvious: 
The rarest dates are 1842-0, 1843-0, 
1846, 1848, 1849-0, 1850-0, 1851-0, 
1852-0, 1856-S, 1858-0, 1858-S, 
1859-S, 1860-0, 1861-S, 1862-S, 
1865-S, 1867-S, 1870-S, 1871-S, 

1871 -1874-CC, 1874-S. Most of 
these dates have been recognized as 
rarities for years, but a few have 
not, and presumably can be bought 
for near the common date price, if 
you can find them. It is left as an 
exercise for the reader to determine 
which of the above dates are 
"sleepers". The most common dates 
are: 1837 (!), 1853 Arrows, 1875-CC, 
1875-S, 1877-CC, 1886, 1887, 1891, 
and 1891-0. Most of these findings 


are roughly in line with McCloskey's 
survey, which should be consulted 
by the serious student. A couple of 
less obvious things are also revealed 
by the survey. First, note that most 
of the Philadelphia dates before 
about 1873 appear far more often in 
proof than in AU-UNC. We have 
also noted this phenomenon in 
handling these coins retail. Mc¬ 
Closkey's figures only partly concur, 
however. Also notice the extremely 
large number of listings for 1879, 
1880, and 1881 in both Proof and 
Unc. The proof listings are 
numerous because of the popularity 
of these dates, but the Unc. listings 
seem too large relative to the tiny 
listed mintages for business strikes 
of these dates. I believe that this 
data can be easily explained. The 
majority of dealers, collectors and 
investors cannot tell a proof from a 
business strike for these dates; this 
problem is compounded by the fact 
that Unc. pieces are worth more 
than proofs. It is clear to me from 
actual observation, that the vast ma¬ 
jority of pieces labelled "BU" are 
really proofs with the normal light 
frosting in the fields (the exact same 
effect occurs on various proof 
Barber dimes, and nobody tries to 
call these BU). Thus almost all of 
the listed appearances for these 
three dates are actually proofs. 

Some of the greatest sleepers can 
be found among dates revealed as 
of medium rarity in our survey (from 
4 to 9 pieces listed). Many of these 
sell for strictly common date price. 
Two that immediately stand out are 
the 1868 in BU and the 1890-S. 

There are many others. Although the 
survey only gives relative ap¬ 
pearances by date, one can get 
some rough idea of actual numbers 
of survivors by noting the number of 
appearances of dates in proof and 
comparing these figures with the 
original proof mintages. Here the 
theory is that most of the proofs 
were saved by collectors, and so a 
large percentage (perhaps two-thirds) 
of the original mintage still survives 
today. The average mintage of 
1875-91 proofs is about 900 pieces. 

If we assume that 600 of these exist 
today, and note that the average 
listing for these dates in our survey 
is roughly 30 pieces, we see that we 
can get a rough idea of the number 
of survivors of each date in AU- 
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UNC. by multiplying all of our 
figures by the factor 20. Of course, 
this should not be done for dates 
with very low listings (say, under 4 
in our table) because there is not 
enough data on these dates to do 
good statistics. The reader is also in¬ 
vited to compare our listings with 
the various mintages listed for each 
date in the Guide Book. There are 
quite a few surprises! Finally we 
make the usual disclaimer that 
results from a group of auctions, 
even a large number of them, as in 
the present survey, is not necessarily 
reflective of the entire coin market, 
and there are bound to be some 
distortions, particularly for the 
scarcer dates. But we think the 
survey is an interesting tool for the 
Seated dime collector, especially 
when used in conjunction with Mc¬ 
Closkey's table, and also the rarity 
rating listed in Ahwash's En¬ 
cyclopedia of U.S. Liberty Seated 
Dimes. 

Colonials, Patterns, Medals and 
Tokens, World and Ancient 

Coins — Are They Suitable For 
Investment? 

Recently, a well-respected invest¬ 
ment analyst published a report say¬ 
ing that all of the above areas were 
not suitable for the average investor. 
Much of the report was filled with 
very common misconceptions, and 
we'd like to give our view here. And 
our view is that all of these areas 
are excellent investments if ap¬ 
proached intelligently and with 
some common sense. Since many 
misconceptions surround these areas 
we'd like to list a few, and hopefully 
clear the air. 

1 ) Collector demand for these 
items is low. This statement has to 
be viewed in its proper context. Of 
course the demand for colonials and 
the other items above is very low 
compared to popular series like 
Morgan dollars, commemoratives 
and type coins. But the coins 
themselves are much, much rarer 
and this more than compensates for 
the low demand. There are many 
items where the supply is greater 
than the demand, items such as 
common, worn and corroded col¬ 
onials, common, low-priced medals 
and tokens, common foreign minors 
and corroded Roman bronze coins. 
But for the better items, the con- 





































































verse is true, and for the really 
choice top-quality items, demand far 
outstrips supply. 

2) Liquidity is poor. Liquidity is 
measured by the ability to sell a 
given item for a reasonable price in 
a reasonable amount of time. Again 
common low value colonials, 
tokens, etc., are very hard to sell, 
just like common U S. coins such as 
worn wheat cents, etc. Choice quali¬ 
ty items in this area are not at all 
hard to sell if you use a little com¬ 
mon sense. Obviously if you walk in¬ 
to a local coin show in the middle 
of Montana where there are perhaps 
10 local, small-time dealers, there is 
not going to be much interest in 
your pine tree shilling or British 
crown. But if you sell these items 
where the market is, there is ab¬ 
solutely no problem. We are active 
buyers of choice items in all of 
these areas and have been for years, 
and there are at least a dozen other 
large dealers that can say the same, 
not to mention dozens, perhaps hun¬ 
dreds of smaller dealers that handle 
one or more of these items as 
specialties. And all of these items 
can be easily liquidated at auction, 
with essentially no fuss and bother. 

3) The investment track record is 
poor. This is absolutely false! Choice 
quality colonials, tokens, medals, 
patterns, foreign and ancient coins 
have all increased handsomely in 
value over the past twenty years. To 
give one example that is rather 
typical, we listed a pine tree shilling 
in Fine condition in 1958 (Empire 
Topics, No. 2, July, 1958) for exactly 
$37.50. Present value today? About 
$1000. If this isn't good appreciation 
I don't know what is! One can 
check old auction records and price 
lists for patterns, world coins, and 
tokens and come to the same con¬ 
clusion. Even tokens and medals 
have gone up in value. See our arti¬ 
cle in RCR No.38, where we did a 
survey of Washington medals in the 
Garrett sale, and showed that all of 
them skyrocked from the levels they 
had been at in 1976, the supposed 
last market peak. The belief that 
these items have a poor track record 
comes from looking at short-term 
price movements. All of these items 
are conservative, long-term in¬ 
vestments, and should be held for at 
least five years (ten or more is even 
better) for maximum gains. Often 


the price of a rare colonial or pat¬ 
tern can remain stagnant for a year 
or two at a time, and then suddenly 
double in value over a couple of 
months. 

4) These areas are unsuitable 
because there is no current invest¬ 
ment interest, and the market is 
dominated by a small group of col¬ 
lectors. We would firmly agree with 
the second half of this statement, 
and add that the lack of current in¬ 
vestment interest makes these items 
even more suitable for investment! 
After all, there was not much in¬ 
vestor demand for gold back in 1968 
when prices were just above $35 an 
ounce either. Lack of investment 
participation in a commodity or a 
collectible is an asset, not a liability. 
This is particularly true if there is 
some possibility that investors will 
be getting in the market in the 
future. When the demand for an 
item comes from collectors, there is 
a strong floor under prices, making 
the risk much less than with 
speculative investments where most 
of the action comes from large in¬ 
vestors or wheeling-dealing dealers 
who will dump the stuff as soon as 
a profit is realized. And since the 
typical collector will hold the items 
off the market longer than the in¬ 
vestor, the material gets rarer every 
year, with the result that prices rise, 
but in a stable, understandable way, 
free of the emotional blow-off 
typical of investor-dominated 
markets like silver bullion or sugar 
futures. 

(5) The thinness of these markets 
causes extreme volatility to the 
prices. This statement is contrary to 
our experience. As we have pointed 
out below, all of these markets are 
characterized by their lack of 
volatility. How then does this 
misconception arise? Probably from 
improper price comparisons. Most of 
these items, particularly ancients 
and U.S. colonials are highly in¬ 
dividualistic. If an Unc. Connecticut 
cent sold for $1200 last month, and 
another Unc. Connecticut cent sold 
for $2400 this month, that does not 
mean that Connecticut cents have 
just doubled in price in one month. 

It simply means that the two coins 
were different; the $1200 one may 
have had planchet defects, or corro¬ 
sion, etc. Chances are very good 
that if the coin that brought $1200 
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last month were resold this month, 
the price realized would be pretty 
close to $1200, i.e. little or no price 
change occurred. This discussion 
does imply then, that a certain 
amount of knowledge is required to 
buy these items wisely, and we have 
always advised that investors should 
study their coins and become as ex¬ 
pert in their specialty as possible. 

The situation is no different from 
that of regular U.S. coins, where for 
example two Uncirculated silver 
dollars of the same date can sell for 
widely different prices depending on 
the overall quality of the two coins 
involved. 

6) Much of the demand for colonials, 
medals, tokens, foreign and ancient 
coins comes from collectors that 
cannot afford to buy regular U.S. 
coins. Thus if prices were to in¬ 
crease, the collector base would 
evaporate. This statement is absurd 
to anyone who takes the time to 
think it through. We have sold many 
medals and tokens at prices of 
several thousand dollars per item; to 
say that the people who bought 
them would really rather collect 
buffalo nickels or silver dollars is 
ridiculous. And even if the state¬ 
ment were partly true, the current 
prices of many of these items are so 
low that they could easily double or 
triple in value without any erosion 
of the collector base. Also one must 
take into account that new collec¬ 
tors constantly come into the hobby, 
and these new collectors are fully 
prepared to pay the prices of the 
marketplace at the time they enter. 
Thus the prices can rise gradually 
over decades, and only a few old- 
timers will drop out because prices 
have risen. The overall demand will 
continue to rise anyway. 

In summary we strongly recom¬ 
mend all of these items for invest¬ 
ment provided the investor is 
prepared to use a little common 
sense to protect himself: (1) Buy 
from reputable dealers or auction 
houses; (2) Become familiar with the 
pricing structure and grading stan¬ 
dards for the area you are interested 
in; (3) Buy choice quality examples 
of the kind that have been in de¬ 
mand for years; (4) Hold the items 
for the long-term, at least five years; 
(5) Sell the items where the market 
is; either outright to a dealer who 
has specialized in the items for 


years, or at a major public auction 
where specialists will be in atten¬ 
dance. 

Why You Should Buy Rare Coins Dur¬ 
ing the Current Recession 

It is no secret that prices of many 
U S. coins have come down 
dramatically from the peaks of early 
1980. In many cases you can pur¬ 
chase today, a beautiful proof or 
Uncirculated 19th-century coin for 
little more than half what it would 
have cost in January, 1980. Yet there 
are less people buying these coins 
today than there were then, when 
prices were much higher. Why? Why 
do people like to buy something 
when the price is at record levels, 
but are afraid to buy the same item 
a year later when the price has 
come down markedly? Analysts on 
Wall St. have written about the 
same phenomenon for years, and it 
seems to be a trait of human nature 
to want to follow the crowd. Yet the 
investor who makes the most money 
is the one who shrewdly buys things 
when they are out of favor, and 
turns around and sells when 
everyone else is scrambling to buy. 
Most people know this, but do not 
take advantage of it because their 
emotions refuse to let them do it. 

For rare coins, right now is the buy¬ 
ing opportunity of the next decade, 
but only a small percentage of the 
people who read this will act on it 
and do something about it. Many in¬ 
vestors tell us that they want to wait 
for some sign that prices are moving 
up again before they start to buy. 

This philosophy is more appropriate 
in the stock and commodity markets 
than it is in the rare coin market, 
and it will wind up costing you 
money. The reason this strategy 
doesn't work with rare coins is 
because of the genuine scarcity of 
top quality specimens. There is no 
such problem with stock. For exam¬ 
ple if you want to buy 100 shares of 
IBM stock, you call your 
stockbroker any day of the year, and 
he gets it for you with no delay. It is 
always available at a price. You can 
afford to wait and study your charts, 
and buy when a new uptrend begins. 

With coins the situation is totally 
different and works against the per¬ 
son who waits in several ways. First, 
the really top-quality pieces are be¬ 
ing salted away by dealers now 


while prices are low. These gems 
will be held off the market until 
prices have risen substantially. Se¬ 
cond,the top rarity pieces only ap¬ 
pear on the market once or twice a 
year or even less often. If you pass 
up a choice rarity now, the price 
may be substantially higher the next 
time around. Third, because pricing 
information on the coin market is 
not as extensive as on stocks and 
commodities, you won't know that 
prices have started rising until they 
have already jumped 20 or 30 per¬ 
cent, or even more. 

The Current Market Situation 

The current phase of the coin 
market continues along right on 
schedule. After a speculative boom 
in early 1980, prices have come 
down substantially over the past 16 
months, and have steadied at cur¬ 
rent levels for the past 3 or 4 
months, implying that we have seen 
the bottom. Previous coin market 
cycles tell us that the following 
scenario is quite probable. The 
market will remain steady at these 
low levels for the next 9-12 months. 
Then in mid-1982, coin prices will 
begin climbing again, slowly at first, 
then gathering steam. By mid-1983 
we expect prices to be far ahead of 
where they are now. By mid-1984 
prices should far exceed their 
previous highs in January 1980. The 
peak for the next cycle will pro¬ 
bably occur in 1985 or 1986, and 
provide spectacular profits for in¬ 
vestors getting in now. Our recom¬ 
mendation, then, is to start ag¬ 
gressively building your coin port¬ 
folio now, not next year, but right 
now! It is difficult to go wrong do¬ 
ing what the pros do, and, as men¬ 
tioned above, the pros are salting 
away underpriced rarities now, and 
will continue doing so for the next 
year. Prices right now are low 
enough that there is just no way you 
are going to get hurt buying at these 
levels. We have not been this bullish 
on coins since early 1976 In fact, 
the last recommendation we gave 
on the market was a series of three 
sell opinions in our publication The 
Special Coin Letter, dated from 
December, 1979 to February, 1980. 

As it turned out, those investors that 
acted on our recommendations then 
are very happy today indeed, and 
we expect that those far-sighted in¬ 


vestors who have the courage to act 
aggressively on our current buy 
recommendations will be very glad 
they did in 1984-86. 

Coming Events 

Our next auction, to be held in 
September, 1981, will feature the 
collection of coins from the Spring- 
field Library, Springfield, 
Massachusetts. The collection was 
largely formed by Mr. Henry Lee, 
and he donated the coins to the 
Library in 1907.

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Auction Topics 


aking sure everything 
runs smoothly at an 
auction is hard enough 
work, but when you add 
the pressure of a five-day auction at 
a show the size of this year's ANA in 
New Orleans, the work can become 
crushing — just ask any one of the 
people from Bowers & Ruddy who 
attended the show! 

But when it is all done we can sit 
back and look at the results — and 
some of them for this year's ANA 
sale were mighty impressive! 

The auction began on a high note 
as the famed William R. Sieck Col¬ 
lection of U S. pattern coins was of¬ 
fered. "Average" patterns, if there is 
such a thing, brought respectable 
pieces ranging, on average, from 
$800 to $2,000. The more spec¬ 
tacular pieces, of which the sale 
abounded, brought mostly excellent 
prices. For example, the famous 
1872 Amazonian quarter in silver 
brought $8,000, while the 1882 
Shield Earring quarter realized 
$5,500. The Amazonian half dollar 
brought $10,000 on very spirited bid¬ 
ding, and the highlight of the 
outstanding run of 1877 half dollars 
was Judd 1501 which was bid up to 
$10,000. Other pieces in the Sieck 
Collection went for good prices, and 
many dealers commented that the 
pattern market seemed strong. 

A further indication of a good 
market was given when Lot 2434, 
the unique Judd 1776, Indian Head

gold $20 was auctioned. The air of 
excitement was quite thick as Bill 
Hawfield, auctioneer and President 
of Bowers & Ruddy called out the 
increments up to $475,000 when he 
finally shouted "Sold!" Spontaneous 
applause broke out for this new 
record — the highest price ever 
realized for a product of the U S. 
Mint! 

Other highlights of the ANA sale 
included a whopping $7,000 paid for 
a flaming gem 1850 large cent, a 
strong $10,000 for a mint red 1803 
large cent and $8200 for an 1856 
proof large cent. A heavily cir¬ 
culated 1894-S dime, one of the 
classic American rarities went for 
$25,500. A gem proof 1910 St. 



Gaudens $20 brought $27,000 on 
strong bidding, and one of the most 
popular coins in recent years, a 1943 
copper Lincoln cent, brought a 
strong $10,000. 

Among the foreign and ancient 
coins a rare aureus of Otho brought 
$11,000 to a European dealer, and 
an extremely rare gold medal of 
Claudius Gothicus realized $15,000. 
A scarce 1893 British proof set was 
bid to $11,000 while a rare set of 
Mexican Oaxaca coins brought 
$17,000, and a very rare Hong Kong 
$1 pattern by Wyon realized 
$ 20 , 000 . 


It was interesting to note that the 
attendance at the auction was quite 
high, reaching a peak of nearly 300. 
The audience was well mixed be¬ 
tween dealers and collectors, and 
while many prices reflected the 
slight slowness evident on the 
bourse floor, still others relected a 
strong demand for certain specific 
issues and types. Overall it appeared 
that the available dollars were being 
committed to coins of unquestioned 
quality, while pieces that could be 
considered "betweeners", what 
other dealers might call MS-64 or 
MS-62 or AU-58, were going for less. 
All in all, the bidding activity on the 
floor was high, and the auction 
realized almost exactly our pre-sale 
estimate.
